Let thy 
Urim and thy Thummim be with thy holy One: That 
is, Illumination, or Enlighrning and Perfection, 
which is excellearly Paraphras'd in this Prayer. 

Q. What are thoſe Three Words in the Litany, which 
comprehend all the Miſeries that concern our Bodies ? - 

A. Danger, Neceſſity, and Tribulation. 

All Evils are either future and:fear'd, and theſe 
are implied in the Word Danger; or elle they are 
preſent, and then they proceed from Want of 
ſome good Thing, expreſſed by Neceſſity ; or from 
ſuffering ſome evil Thing, ſignified by Tribulation ; 
and each of theſe hath its proper Verb ſuired to it, 
viz Succour, Help, and Comfort. So that in this one 
general Requeſt, we comprehend our ſelves and 
all other afflited Perſons in the whole World.

A, The firſt Converts whom the Apoſtles bapti- 
zed, were confirm'd by the immediate Hand of 
God, and He, by his miraculous Gifts of the Holy 
Ghoſt, ſealed their Baptiſm, and atteſted the Reli- 
gion into which they had entred. But it was not 
long before the Apoſtles were appointed to mini- 
ſter in giving the Holy Spirit to the newly Bapti- 
zel, and then they inſtituted the Rite of Laying on 
of Hands, and God was pleaſed fo far to approve 
their Inſtitution, that he did actually give wonder. 
ful Meaſures of thè Spirit ro thoſe on whom they 
laid their Hands, thereby honouring the Governors 
of his Church, and engaging all the Members there- 
of to be ſubje& to them, and to be at Peace one 
with another. 

Q. How prove you this out of the Holy Scripture ?

Of the Pentateuch. 


HE Five firſt Books in the Beginning of the 
Holy Bible, viz, Geneſis, Exodus; Leviticus, Num- 

bers, Deuteronomy, were penn'd by Moſes, and called 
the Pentateuch; which Word ſignifies, a Volume of 
Five Books; which, as our great Primate of Ire- 
land computes, contains the Hiſtory of 2552 Years 
and an half, from the Beginning of the World to 


the Death of Moſes. 

Of Geneſis. 

This Firſt Book of Moſes contains the Hiſtory of 

the Creation of the World, particularly of the 
Making of Man, with which it begins; and the 
Genealogy of the Patriarchs, down to the Death of 
Jeſ-ph, where it ends; with Relation whereunto, it 
is very fitly called Gen- ſ, that Greek Word very 
properly expreſſing the Original, or firſt Formation 


of theſe Things: It comprehends an Hiſtory of 


2369 Years, or thereabour, in the Judgment of many 


Learned Writers. 
Exodus. 
This Book hath its Name from the Principal Sub- 
je& of it, viz. The Departure of Iſracl one of 
18 . Gp. 2 
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Egypt : For ſo the Greek Word ſignifies, Going out, 
or departing from one Place to another. It contains 
an Hiſtory of about 145 Years, from the Death of 
Jeſeph to the Building of the Tabernacle, for it 
treats of ſeveral Things which went before their 
Departure, and which follow'd after it; but they 
all relate to that, and depend upon it. 


i. Leviticus. : 
Levi was the third Son of Jacob; from him his 
Poſterity had the Name of Levites; Aaron, who 
with his Sons was call'd to the Pricſthood, was

Aud as the Title, which is in our COPY ( pierending not ro 
be a Part of the Epiſtle) isenot ſufficient to conclude any 
more than; That-it was in that Time, when this Title was 

refix'd, believed to be St. Pauls; ſo there is no Doubt 
but that it went wirhout any Superſcription or known 
Author more rooms & and fo has left © me Place to Va- 
riety of Conjectures who the Author ſhould be. Some fa- 
ther it upon Sr. Barnabas, ſome on Clemens Rumanus, others 
on St. Luke, the latter v.ry learned Men contend for, from 
the Obſervation of the Style and Idiom: Rut all that can 
be ſaid, can amount to no higher than to Probable or Con- 
jectural. And 'tis nor Matter of any Weight oy Neceſſity, 
that it be defined who the Author was, whether St. Paul, 
or St. Luke, a conſtant Companion of his for many.Years, 
and rhe Author of Two other Books of the Sacred Canon,
